The resolutions .regarding .unem¬ 
ployment which were drawn up by 
the special committee were carried in 
toto by the convention without dis¬ 
cussion. These in effect dealt with 
immigration, the convention voicing 
itself as in full accord with the policy 
laid down by the Dominion Command 
with respect to this matter; that the 
serious question of unemployment in 
this province was viewed with in¬ 
creasing alarm and that.it be recom¬ 
mended that immediate action be tak¬ 
en primarily to guard the interests 
of the returned men, who at the pres¬ 
ent time, are discriminated against 
by foreign labor. The unemployment 
among ex-servicemen was deplored 
by the convention and a resolution 
was carried that the Dominion, pro¬ 
vincial and all civic and . municipal 
governments, in all contracts let and 
in all employment given, extend full 
preference to ex-servicemen and that 
the Legion exact pledges from all 
candidates for the unequivocal sup¬ 
port of this policy. Preference to ex- 
servicement was also asked for with 
regard to the return of the natural 
resources to the province. 

Election of officers was the next 
order of businoss and. Dr. Carson, of 
Vulcan, was re-elected vice chairman. 

W. Bullard of’Calgary, on behalf 
of that branch, invited the conven¬ 
tion to be held in Calgary next year, 
the invitation being accepted unani¬ 
mously. 

A smoke# in the evening in the Le¬ 
gion hall completed the fifth annual 
convention at Lethbridge which was 
voted as entirely successful from ev¬ 
ery standpoint.

The elec¬ 
tions lasted for days, sometimes 
weeks. Naturally a crowd hung 
round the booth waiting to hear how 
-ach man voted. Feeling was hot av¬ 
er the issues of the times, liquor flow¬ 
ed freely, and almost invariably 
there were big election “rows'.” Par¬ 
ties sometimes hired a gang of 
strong-arm men to go to the polling 
booth and terrorize those who voted 
against them. Soldiers were Kept 
busy quelling wild commotions. 

Those were the days, when by fair 
means or foul, they got their man 
elected.

With a creditable product for sale, 
manufacturers should be able to rely 
on the support of their own, but are 
they? The greater the wage earning 
public in Alberta, the greater the de¬ 
mand for very kind of product.

W'e 
have it in our own hands to enlarge 
our own market, by patronizing each 
other.

A CLEAN CAMPAIGN 


While it is a well-known fact that 
the gods are quick to punish any 
vain, glorious boasting on the part of 
human beings, yet it is surely safe 
to congratulate ourselves on the ex¬ 
tremely civilized nature of the pres¬ 
ent provincial election campaign. So 
far, at least, it is being fought out 
almost altogether on questions of 
policy and seems to be devoid of per¬ 
sonalities.

WORTH OF A BOY 


Who Can Compute Their Value in 
Dollars 

How much is a boy worth? Many 
supposed the answer was from a mil¬ 
lion dollars up. But a statistical wiz¬ 
ard of the Metropolitan Insurance Co 
has figured it out differently. He 
calculates that the economic value of 
a boy at birth is $9,333, and increas¬ 
es progressively to $28,654, by the 
time he is 18.

THE BN A ACT 

—- f -i-_:_ 

Giving a Sketch of the History of the 
Canadian Constitution 

“Can yop tell me briefly some¬ 
thing of the British North America 
Act?” write a correspondent. It is a 
pertinent question as daily we see it 
quoted. 

The original Dominion of Canada 
formed July 1, 1867, by the British 
North America Act, was composed of 
four provinces, Ontario, Quebec, No¬ 
va Scotia and New Brunswick. Mani¬ 
toba became the fifth piovince in 
1870; in 1871, British Columbia be¬ 
came the sixth; in lfcjS, Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island became the seventh; in 
1905, Alberta and Saskatchewan be¬ 
came the eighth and ninth provinces; 
Yukon became a territory in 1898 and 
all the rest of Canada is “The North¬ 
west Territories.’’ The British North 
America Act may be termed the 
“written constitution” of Canada, al¬ 
though in Canada there is much that 
is unwritten in that constitution 
which has been defined as “the total¬ 
ity of the principles more or less 
vaguely and generally stated upon 
which we. think the people should be 
governed.” 

There is no provision in the B.N.A. 
act for amendments thereto, the rea¬ 
son being that when the provinces o f 
Rower and I'pper Canada were unit¬ 
ed in 1811, into the province _of Qan- 
ada, the old Lower Province was 
largely populated by French-Cana- 
dians almost all of whom were R’o- 
mati Catholics and much attached to 
their old laws and customs; the re¬ 
mainder of the people of the now do¬ 
minion were largely English-speak-" 
ing and Protestant, in general at¬ 
tached to English law and customs. 
While the French-Canadians were 
willing to enter into ..a contract with, 
their English-speaking brethren, they 
were not willing to enter into a con¬ 
tract which could be varied by the 
more English without their consent. 

Still there is no difficulty in hav¬ 
ing an amendment made when desir¬ 
ed. It is brought about ib this fash¬ 
ion; an address to’ the sovereign is 
passed by both houses of parliament 
at Ottawa asking for the amend¬ 
ment specified. The desired amend- 
..ment to the B.N.A. act is passed by 
the imperial parliament as of course 
and without debate.
